An active man, comfortably fed 
and dotted, writes William Muir, 
oonsumos about throe pounds of sol- 
ids and four pounds of fluids per 
day and wears out about two suits 
of olothes In a year. 

The value of agricultural produco 
garnered in the United Kingdom and 
consumed by its human beings, 
taken at present farm prices, is (per 
annum) about £230,000,000. The val- 
ue of agricultural produots imported 
from abroad and similarly consum- 
ed, taken at similar prioes, is (per 
annum) about £200,000,000. This 
includes cotton and wool. The value 
of coal similarly consumed— burned 
for domestic purposes— taken at tho 
full mine value of 8 shillings per 
ton, is (per annum) about £16,000,- 
000. Tho sum spent in keeping 
dwelling houses in repair is (per an- 
num 1 about £10,000,000. 

The total of those sums is £456,- 
000,000 and is tho cost of the nation 
for a year's food, olothing, firing 
and shelter. In other words, it is 
the sum paid by tho total population 
to those who havo direot aocoss to 
nature, who labor and garner her 
products for all. Manufacturing, 
distributing and retailing add about 
80 per cent to these values, but tho 
addition does not concern us. 

Four hundred and fifty-six million 
pounds divided by the population, 
38,000,000, gives £12 por head, whioh, 
therefore, is the value of the prod- 
uots of naluro annually consumed 
in the United Kingdom by one hu- 
man being, taking both sexes and 
all ages and ranks together. In other 
words, this sum is the annual aver- 
age cost of a person. Expenditure 
in the United Kingdom averages £30 
per head, but £18 of this pays for 
services, not products — services such 
as tho manufacturing, distributing 
and retailing referred to above and 
other services, all of which support 
persons who have no direot 
to the soil and who therefore must 
pay others for their share of its 
products. 

Rich and poor men are of the same 
size. A millionaire's stomach and 
back are anatomically identical with 
those of a laboring man. Thereforo 
equal numbers of rich and poor con- 
sume equal weights of produce in 
equal tinma. But this is not the 
same thing as equal values. We 
havo just seen that the average ai 
mini value is £12, and wo may fair- 
ly take it that tho case of the agii- 
oultural laborer will give ns the 
minimum value. An average Brit- 
ish family is husband, wife and 
three children. 

Tho income of an agricultural la- 
borer's family (rash and perquisites) 
can fairly be takon at £50 a year. 
Of this they will pay about half for 
services (not produots) to nonagri- 
cultural workers, who may be sum- 
med up as grocer, draper, sohool- 
master, builder nnd policeman, so 
that we have £25 left as tho cost of 
the food, Clothing* firing and sholtor 
of such a family valued as above. 
Say husband £7, wife £6, throe ohi! 
dron £4 each. This is a minimum. 

Much consideration bus led me to 
decide that as a maximum wo may 
fairly take the imuginary case of a' 
man who lives entirely on tho most 
costly agricultural produco that is 
garnered in quantity— namely, beef- 
steaks at sixpence per pound, farm 
value. At three pounds per day 
suoh a man's annual cost for food 
will bo £27; £13 more, which would 
make £40 in all, will cover every- 
thing else ho personally consumes, 
for he shares his big house with 
scores of other people and parts with 
his clothes to others whilo they are 
as good as new.

Casos are unfortunately only too 
frequent where serious illness has 
been mistaken for intoxication, and 
whore the sufferer has boon takon 
to the station honso instead of to 
the hospital— a mistake that has re- 
sulted more than onoe in lose, of life. 
In fact, there are cases where all 
the skill of a trained physician is 
required to tell whether a man is or 
is not under the influenoo of liquor. 
In an artiole bearing tho above head- 
ing The Hospital discusses this sub- 
ject as follows : 

"Roughly, wo may say that the 
commonly accepted signs by whioh 
the man in tho stroet reoognizos tho 
effeots of alcohol are unsteady gait, 
inooberent speech, extravagant be- 
havior and drowsy helplessness. 
Doubtless any one of these coming 
on suddenly in ono who, up to tho 
moment, had boon as other men, 
would excite suspioion of disease. 
But the spectators do not see the be- 
ginning of the case. Till a man is 
helpless or obstreperous but littlo 
notice is taken of his vagarios, and 
in 09 casos out of 100 the docision 
most be nrrivod at from tbo actual 
condition visible to tho eye, and a 
diagnosis is. not always easy on such 
imporfoct ovidocoe. 

"Tho first and most obvious signs 
of drunkonness are thoso dependent 
on unsteadiness of gait. From tho 
stroet boy's point of view, thoso are 
always productive of hilarity, and 
even the better instructed are apt 
to look on inability to walk straight 
as conclusive, and yet how many 
maladies produco the same condi- 
tion. Many a man in the early 
stages of locomotor ataxy has lost his 
charac ter from bis tendency to stag- 
ger in the dark. Then thoso condi- 
tions which go by the name of Me- 
niere's disoase may closely imitate 
tho effects of drink. To the sufferer, 
when tho paroxysm comes on, the 
sensation is of violent noises in the 
ear, accompaniod by a foelingof be- 
ing whirled through spaco, or as if 
tho road, the houses and everything 
in sight wero flying in largo circles 
round about him, and no wonder 
that ho seizes tho noarest lamppost 
or sinks down sick and helpless on 
the pavomont, clutohing for security 
anything within his reach. To the 
bystander, however, ho is a picture 
of tho most abjeot drunkonness." 

Tho writer hero reminds us that 
not only organic diseases, but sim- 
ple indigestion or headacho may 
produce effects that .simulate drunk- 
enness. He goes on : 

"People sometimes also unknow- 
ingly take drugs which havo tbo 
same effect. In both these casos 
speech also may be affected, and ex- 
planation may bo difficult. Disorder 
of speech, however, is usually con- 
nected with more serious disease, 
and a man with a small hemorrhage
